Influence of Galbraith’s Ideas 


Qn Trudeau Becomes Issue 
By Hobart Rowen 


OTTAWA, June 4 (WP).—John 
Kenneth Galbraith, the noted 
U.S. author and economist, is be- 
coming almost a household word 
in Canada because many per- 
sons here think that his views 
have affected the policies of 
Prime Minister Pierre HEiliott 
‘Trudeau's government. 

Mr. Galbraith, now retired as 


that the big corporations and 
unions are so powerful thet they 
escape the discipline of the “mar- 


modern state must intervene with 
permanent wage and price con- 
trols, for example, to protect the 
welfare of all citizens. 

The Galbraithian impact here 
is somewhat ironic. The Cana- 
dian-born economist, 67, whose 
sharp wit and literary skill have 
made him wealthy, has been on 
the fringe rather than at the 
center of economic policy-making 
in the United States. 

President John Kennedy. with 
whom Mr. Galbraith had a close 
relationship, made the Harvard 
professor his ambassador to Indiz 
Tather than a principal eco- 
nomic adviser.

To s large degree, Mr, Gal- 
braith’s impact on Canadian 
Policy-making is seen in two 
events. 

First, the need for a system 
of wage and price controls adopt- 
ed last October was explained by 
Mr. Trudeau largely in Gal- 
braithian terms: greedy actions 
by big business and labor had 
brought the free-market system 
to ἃ point where it was not 
functioning.

Sewage Is Converted to Lake 
In U.S. by Biological Process 


By Boyce Rensberger 
EAST LANSING, Mich. June 4 water is sprayed on more than 


(NYT). — Scientists here have 
found a way to take partially 
treated sewage before it can pol- 
lute natural - waterways and, 
through biological processes 
alone, turn it into a man-made 
Jake jumping with bass and 
clean enough for boating and 


Before the waste water reaches 
the Jake, it passes through three 
other lakes that constitute aquatic 
farms yielding abundant harvests 
of algae, water weeds and .plank- 


. tonic crnstaceans. These are be- 


ing turned into high-protein 
animal feed or composted and 
put on cropland. 


The experimental lakes are 
able to produce vast quantities 
of plant and animal life because 
the waste water from sewage- 
treatment plants typically con- 
tains large concentrations of 
nitrates and phosphates, which 
are plant food. 


In natural lakes, these ehem- 
icals can accelerate the biological 
Processes ἴῃ, 8. point where the 
lake ‘ages too rapidly, becoming 
eutzophic and less satisfactory 
for fisheries or recreation. Lake 
Evie is an example. 

Aquatic Crops 

By diverting the sewage ef- 
fluent into the artificial Jakes, 
the plant nutrients can be re- 
eycled into useful aquatic crops. 

The experimenial Jakes, situat- 
ed on flat farmland ‘two miles 
from the main part of town, are 
part of Michigan State Univer- 
sity’s Water »uality Management 
Project. The $2.3-million test 
facility, comprising four lakes, 
three man-made marshes, miles 
of pipe and ἃ small building full 
of electronic monitoring and 
regulating equipment, is sup- 
ported by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the state of 
Michigan and the Kresge, Ford 
and Rockefeller Foundations. 

Scientists say the system shows 
promise of becoming an eco- 
nomicel way for towns and smell 
cities to avoid polluting natural 
waterways and to create recrea- 
tion areas. 

The project is also studying 
ways to use waste water to 
fertilize Iand plants by spray-

All the pieces sold for consis- 
tently high prices. The net total 
of £223,000 more than doubled 
the presale estimate, This may 
be partly due to the reputation 
of the collector and his collection. 
The De 18 Mare porcelains have 
been discussed in many learned 
publications, East and West, 
Professionals, however, believe 
that the main reason for the 
success is that the Japanese are 
now back in the market, The 
professionals expect a rise in 
price for Japanese art in general 
and ceramics in particular, with 
stoneware leading the way.
